Tlie beiiiflts were ex- 
liialntd to the dairymen by whicii 
the}' would be enabled to serve the 
citlxeni with a better quality uf milk 
and a higher price oouJd be chfrgod 
When tne question was waraiad up 
the dair\mt ii were not backward 
about (xpreskiiiK ihcii uiUnlon, and 
nearly every dairyman waa on his 
feet to 8«ek information or to explain 
some evil of the present system of 
eac|t dairyman pcddliag his own kup 
pty. No flnal action was ukan by 
tha board yaatsrday, as the object of 
(he meeting was. to get th|» dairymen 
t g ga t ba r toe a free dlafussion of the 
quest^oot The dalryoMn, who at- 
tended the meeting, promised tA talk 
wiiii other dalrymon, aa^ try and In- 
luce them to agr^ to tba establUh- 
ment of the ceniral depot. 

The dairymen readily ^d^ltted that 
raroely a dairy, |)Mwitfl%g ^Mk lor 
the eittaaaa of Padaoah. la la a perfect 
anitary eoadtitiOQ, and that 
dalriea.ara wlthcvt many of the 
era saalta^ arrangements tor tko 
protectloa of raUk. 'rooi germs. B*- 
i>eclal]y did the l^lrypieq coade^ 
the prlvllaga of letting furaiers aiill 
milk sa*acal Uawa 1^ week wltboat 
paying a Uaensa, while the regular 
d«iryv»e^. gra laqalred to pay a li- 
cense.
